Today's Edition Marks 60th 
Anniversary of Hope Star 


This is the 60th birthday of Hope Star. 
On October H, 1899, the laic Claude McCorkle, 


lather of Ed McCorkle, brought out the first issue of the 
weekly Star of Hope, the city's oldest newspaper to run 
continuously under its own name. 


Theie was an older but not continuous line ot news- 


papers starting with the Hope News, founded about 1880; 
and coming out of the same weekly plant was a succession 
,,f papers including the Hope Gazette. The Gazette ran 
done from 1884 to 1916, and as the weekly companion of 
the daily Arkansas Evening Herald from 1916 until both 
daily and weekly suspended in 1922 — a total publica- 
tion record for the Gazette of 38 years. Oddly enough, the 
late Claude McCorkle had a prominent part in this earlier 
Hope Gazelle before founding the Star of Hope.
